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States Reorganisation in India 


The Draft Bill for Re-organisa- 
tion of the States in India was 
placed before the Parliament on 
16th March, 1956. 

The Bill has been drawn up 
based, mostly on the recommen- 
dations of the States Re-organi- 
sation Commission which sub- 
mitted its repor recently. 

As per the above Bill there 
will be fifteen States and seven 
Centrally administered Terri- 
tories in the Indian Union. 

The States are Andhra-Telan- 
gana, Assam, Bihar, Gujarat, 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, 
Madras, Maharashtra, Mysore, 
Orissa, Punjab, Rajasthan, Uttar 


Pradesh, West Bengal and 
Jammu & Kashmir. l 
The Centrally administered 


Territories are Bombay, Delhi, 
Himachal Pradesh, Manipur, 
Tripura, the Andaman & Niço- 





bar Islands and the Laccadive, 
Minicoy and Amindivi islands. 
The States and the Territories, 
excluding the two island groups 
are being: classified into five 
zones, viz, North, Central, 
Eastern, Western and' Southern 
Zones. In particular the South 
Zone will comprise of the States 
of Andhra-Telangana, Madras, 
Mysore and Kerala. 
“There will be a zonal council 
to consider matters of common 
Interest in the zone area, border 
settlements, linguistic problems, 
minority questions, inter-state 
transport and matters concern- 
ing economic and social plan- 
ning and making suitable recom- 
mendations to the Governments 
concerned. 


The passage of this bill 
requires the amendment of the 
Consititution. 





Indian Gompanies Act, 1956 


The Companies Act, 1956 
comes into force on Ist April, 
1956. This is an Act intended to 
consolidate the various laws 
relafing to the companies and 
certain other associations. Among 
others there are provisions where- 
by the Central Government 


take powers to direct companies 
to furnish information or statis- 
tics with regard to their constitu- 
tion or working from time to 
time. 

This Act is said to regulate 
the powers of those in charge of 
the companies. 
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State Emblem in films: 


In the course of his com- 
munication to the members of 
the trade dated 2nd March, 1956, 
the Regional Officer, Central 
Beard or Film Censors, at 
Madras gives instructions regard- 
ing the filmatisation of the State 
emblem And recording of the 
National Anthem. The com- 
munication says: 


* ft has been observed that 
occasionally the State Emblem 
or the National Elag is displayed 
in a film presented to the Central 
Board of Film  Censors for 
certificatign. In this connection 
it may be pointed out that under 
the provisions of the Emblems 
and Names (Prevention or Im- 
proper Use) Act, 1950, itis an 
offence to use the State Emblem 
or the National Flag for the 
pürpose of any trade, business, 
calling or profession or in any 
patent, or any .tiade-mark or 
design or in the title. I am 
directed by the Central Board of 
Film Censors to request you 
kindly to invite the attention of 
the members of your association 
to the legal position in respect of 
the display of the State Emblem 
or the National Flag in films.”

“As regards the 
Anthem, its singing ina film ie. 
on the screen. does not constitute 


an offence. In view however, of 
the desirability of securing due 
Tespect to the National Anthem, 
it is imperative that its singing in 
a film should be restricted to its 
essentiality for the theme or 
story of the film. I am directed 
by the Central Board of Film 
Censors to request that this 
aspect of inclusion of the 
National Anthem in a film may 
also kindly be brought to the 
notice of the members of your 


association,”

Car Parking in Cinemas in City : 
The Government of Madras 
have by their G. O. Ms. No. 342 
(Home) dated 31-1-56 approved 
"ihe amendments as quoted here- 


under, to the Rule No. 28 under 
the City Police Act. 


AMENDMENTS 

In the said rules : 

(i) in rule 28 in sub rule (1) 
for the words and figures and 
bracket, “sub rules (2) to (7)”, 
the words and figures and brac- 
ket, ** sub-rules (2) to (8) " shall 
be substituted ; and 
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(ii) the following shall be 
added as sub-rule, (8) namely :— 

“ (8) The licensees shall pros 
vide ample space for parking at 
least 23 motor cars or 50 motor 
cyeles and 200 cycles or 20 motor 
cars, 5 motor cycles and 100 
cycles and employ watchmen at 
the rate of one for every 25 cars 
or 50 motor cycles and 200 cycles 
or 20 motor cars, 5 motor cycles 
and 100 cycles. 

The Commissioner may, when 
special circumstances require in- 
sist on any applicant to provide 
‘space for parking of more than 
25 motor cais and other vehicles 
and to provide watchmen to look 
after the vehicles in the mterest 
of the public. 

Every person who has obtain- 
eda licence under the Act for 
the use of any building or enclo- 
sed place for public entertain- 
ment or resort may collect fees 
for parking of motor cars and 
vehicles in the space provided 
therefor at two annas per motor 


vehicle, one anna for velucle, 


other than cycles, and half anna 
for cycles, provided that such 
fees shall not be charged where 
the owner has his own driver or 
attendant to look after the 
vehicles. 

(iii) In Appendix. II items 12 
to 14 be renumbered as 13 to 15 
and the foll owing shall be inszr- 
ted as item 12:— 

* 12. Provisions for accom- 
modation for parking of motor 
cars and other vehicles and 
watchman to look after them.”

Draft Cinematograph Rules 

We understand that the finali- 
sation of Cinematograph rules 
under the Madras Cinemas 
(Regulation) Act 1955 is nearing 
completion. It is also learnt 
that the authorities are appreciat- 
ing the representations of the 
Chamber regarding various 
difficulties in respect of licensing 
of theatres and are trying to 
give such relief as is possible. 
But the question of bringing the 
cinema theatres under one Act 
instead of several Acts as at 
present | is being tackled. | 


Chief Electrical — : 
. Mr. T. Krishnaswamy, Super- 
intending Engineer, Papanasam 
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Flectricity System, Madurai has 
taken charge as the Chief 
Electrical Inspector to the 
Government of Madras with 
effect from 26-3-1956. .

Electricity ‘Cut’ : 

A press note dated 24th 
March, 1956 issued by the 
Government of Madras says 
that owing to. the low water- 
Storages in the hydro-electric 
reservoirs in the State, it is not 
possible to meet the power 
demand in the hydro-electric 
systems despite the working of 
the thermal stations in the Grid 
to their fullest capacity. 


The note adds: to meet the 
situation and to make best use 
of the power available, the 
Government have been com- 
pelled to order the strict en- 
forcement of the restrictions 
already in force and an over-all 
cut of 25% on power consump- 


tion with effect from Ist April, 


1956 on all supplies except 
those for essential purposes such 
as agricultural, hospital, rail- 
ways, water supply and sanitary 
arrangements and domestic coa- 
sumption of 20 units and less a 
month. 


- Regarding Madras City and 
suburbs, it has not been con». 
sidered necessary to impose a 
power cut now. However the 
existing peak load restriction 
will be stric‘ly enforced The 
cutting off of unnecessary illu- 
minations and display lighting 
in the hydro-electric and Madras 
Systems also will continue to be 
enforced.

Under Rule 27-B. 
Cinematograph (Censorship) 
Rules, 1952 the certificate of 
every picture will expire at the 
end of five year period. Therefore 
pictures which had been censored 
in the year 1951 and prior thereto 
are to be recertified as a condition 
precedent for their continued 
screening. In-particular the pro- 
ducers of the following pictures 
of S. Indian & other languages 
are to take steps to see that their 
pictures are recertified under the 
rules before the date of expiry. 
Their application shall be in the

(a) a chalan for an amount 
calculated at Rs. 2/- per 1000 ft.

Alleged Copyright Claim— 
dismissed : 


In the High Court of Madras 
«. His Lordship Mr. Justice Raja- 
gopala Iyengar dismissed a 
suit filed by one Vedam 
Venkataraya Sastry, the author 
of a Telugu social drama 
Vyamohamu, against (1) T. K. 
Govindan, playwright ; (2) Pad- 
mini Pictures, film producers ; 
and (3) Madras Pictures, film 
distributors alleging that the 
defendents had  infringed his 
copyright in the said dramatic 
story by producing, distributing 
and exhibiting the Tamil talkie 
picture entitled Kalyanam Panni- 
yum Bramhachari based on the 
story written by T. K. Govindan 
the first defendent and the 
dialogues written by P. Neela- 
kantan of Padmini Pictures. The 
plaintiff alleged that the plan, 
plot, key situations, portrayal 
of ideas, and the dialogues of 
the picture disclosed reproduc- 
tion ofa major portion of the 
plaintiff's work. 


The defendents denied the 
plaintiff's claim to originality 
and copyright in the plot, 


characterisation and dialogues, 


in the work Vyamohamu 
which were all commonplace 
ones found in many works 
written and published prior to 
the publication of the plaintiff's 
. work and that the picture Kalya- 
nam Panniyum Bramhachari had 
nothing to do with the plaintiff's 
work but was based on the 
original work of the first. defen- 





dent containing several common- 
place incidents from daily life 
and that the scenario and 
dialogues were prepared origin- 
ally by P. Neelakantan who was 
an eminent and renowned 
author. 


His Lordship accepted the 
contentions of the defendents 
and held. that there was no in- 
fringment of the plaintiff's 
alleged copyright and referred to 
the decision of the English Court 
of appeal in Corelley-vs-Orey 30 
TLR 116 which laid down that 
plaintiff has to show that the 
combination or service of 
dramatic events in the infringing 
work have been taken from the 
like situations in the plaintiff's 
work and referred also to passage 
cited by Copinger on “The Law 
of Copyright” from the judg- 
ment of Swinfen Eady L. J. in 
Ree-vs-Melwille Macg-Cop-Cas 
(1911 to 1916) 168 wherein it 
has been held that a man who 
has dressed up an old incident 
in new words can only have 
copyright in the words. In the 
result His Lordship dismissed 
the suits with costs.
